OF THE 


SemOoL BOARD. 


To the citizens of the Town and School District of 

Auburn: 

It will be seen by the statistical table that the same number 
of schools were sustained during the past year as during the 
year 1886. . 

It will also be seen by the same table thateach school had 
three terms amounting to twenty-four weeks, which may be 
considered a large number of weeks of schooling for the 
amount of money expended. 

While we are pleased to report an increased number of 
weeks of school over the previous year, it is a source of grati- 
fication to be able to say that it was zo¢ secured by employ- 
ing teachers of an inferior grade. 

Although from various causes but two of the teachers of 
the previous year were returned, all but two of them were 
teachers of several years experience. Of the two inexperi- 
enced ones employed much was expected on account of the 
favorable impression made at their examination, and our ex- 
pectations were fully realized. 

Upon the whole we consider that the schools of the past 
year have been unusually successful in every respect. 

The teachers have manifested such an interest in their 
work as to plainly indicate that they have a love for, their 
calling and did not labor like those who merely work to *‘kill 
time” and for the dollars and cents therein contained. 

Much credit is also due the scholars for the very general 
desire manifested to make all possible progress. Especially 
true is this remark when applied to the older ones who took 
advantage of the opportunity to attend the winter term. 
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It is also a pleasure to report an increased interest on the 
part of parents and others in visiting the schools especially at 
the closing examinations. It is to be hoped that this interest 
will not only continue but increase. Had it not been for 
sickness in some of the schools the absences would evidently 
have been much less than in former years. Apparently the 
number of cases of tardiness is less, all of which is very com- 
mendable. 

About the same number of names appear upon the roll of 
honor as last year, but there are quite a large number who 
were tardy only once or twice, or absent only one half day 
without being tardy. Had it not been for those few marks 
the roll of honor would have been such as any School Board 
might well be proud of. ‘ 

Another cause for congratulation is the fact that no dis- 
cordant element has arisen the past year to impair the benefi- 
cial results of the schools, a state of affairs which could rarely 
be found to exist throughout the whole town under the old 
system. , 

It has been the aim of the School Board to work for the 
highest good of all the schools without any selfish or personal 
motive whatever. If any dissatisfaction with their plans or 
arrangements has existed it has not been made manifest 
enough to come to their knowledge. To this good and kind- 
ly feeling and patriotic submission to the ‘*powers that be” 
must be attributed much of the success and excellence that is 
claimed for our schools the past vear.

REPORE OF COMMITTEE TO REPAIR SCHOOL 
PROPERTY. 


The School Board having been chosen a committee at the 
last annual school-meeting to make such repairs as_ they 
thought best with the appropriation of one hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars voted at that meeting, make report as follows: 

The inside of the shed in former No. 2 and some other mi- 
nor repairs were made in the Spring. No extended repairs 
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could be made until the close of the Spring term, at which 
time your committee found that it would be both difficult and 
expensive to procure labor and suitable material. Therefore 
most of the repairs had to be delayed until the close of the 
Fall term, when the entire roofs of the school-house and shed 
in former No. 2 were shingled; also the roof of the shed and 
one side of the roof of the school-house in former No. 5 and 
some other repairs on school-house and shed. Repairs were 
also made on school-houses in former Nos. 1 and 4, and the 
shed in No. 4. Such repairs as were made were absolutely 
needed. It was the intention of your committee to use the re- 
mainder of the appropriation in painting and other permanent 
repairs. Before we could ascertain what that amount would 
be the season was too far advanced, as it was time for the 
winter terms of school to commence. ‘The attention of your 
committee was then turned to the matter of procuring such 
modern seats for two of the school-houses, as they could with 
the means at their command, but did not meet with that suc- 
cess which they hoped to.
